At A meeting of the city 
‘last. night the progress made toward 
a satisfactory settlement of the diffi- 
culties surrounding these applica- 
tions was of microscopic pereeptibil- 
ity. The sum and substance of this 
progress was in the discharging cf 
the committee on New Industries 
which failed to agree on a recom- 
mendation to council, and the other 
appointment of a special committee 
composed of Aldermen Manson 
(chairman), Smith and Gariepy. This 
committee was instructed to meet the 
natural gas people and make an 
effort to reach a mutual satisfactory 
basis on which an agreement might 
be drawn up, and also to consider the 
application for the artificial gas fran- 
chise from the International Gas Com- 
pany. 

These Majority Reports. 

The Committee on New Industries 
presented two brand new majority re 
porta. The first dealing with the 
Natural Gas Company’s application 
was to the effect that another eonfer- 
ence between the representatives cf 
the company and the members of the 
committee had been held, but ro 
satisfactory agreement reached, and 
that the majority of the committee 
therefore recommended the  with- 
drawal of the draft agreement pre- 
sented to Council at the last regular 
and special meetings. The other 
majority report recommended the con- 
sideration of the agreement of the 
Artificial Gas Company’s franchise. 

City Solicitor Beck Heard. 

City Solieitor Beek, who is a direc- 
tor of the Natural Gas Company, was 
granted permission to address the 
council,*and he gave it as his opinion 
that the Committee on New Indus- 
tries should have, in fairness to the 
company, and as a matter of informa- 
tion to the council, enumerated the 
points of difference between the com- 
pany and the committee on which the 
split oecurred. 

Alderman Gariepy expressed the 
fear that unless some arrangement 
were made the solicitors’ fees in con- 
nection with this work would result 
in a large bill. 

Alderman Picard thought 20, too, 
but Alderman Manson thought the 
solicitor’s charges should not be 
questioned. He suggested they 
should be taken off City Solicitor 
Beck's salary, 

Alderman Walker pointed out that 
whil the initial expenditure might 
be large, before the franchise ques- 
tions were finally settled, still it was 
a big question and an advantageous 
settlement meant much to the city. 
He was deeidedly in favor of seeuring 
the best legal talent possible, and Mr. 
Wallbridge had become familiar with 
the subject. 

Aldermen Walker and Anderson 
moved t take up the Artificial Gas 
Comapny’s franchise applieation et

We all know that this par- 
liament has pledged itself by solemn 
agreement and by enactment that at 
some future time, on the completion 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific, and 
when that company has constructed 
its lines from Winnipeg to Moncton, 
this country will give, for a consid- 
eration, certain running righte not de- 
fined over the Intercolonial from 
Moncton to Halifax and to St. John. 
What the character of those may be, 
the future alone must determine. The 
conditions which then prevail will 
govern the character of the rights and 
privileges that will be accorded them.

Witness said Mr. Heaps was 
wrong; the manufacturers were bound 
by oath to maintain prices but this

Sold Only to Association Dealers.

NEW YORK STOCKS. 


(Canadian Associated Press Dispaten) 

New York, April 2. — The stock 
market was affected to-day by th: 
pace at which the recovery has been 
going from the extreme depression of 
the first part of last week.

STRATHCONA 


REGULAR MEETING 
OF CIFY COUNCIL 


The regular weekly meeting of the 
Strathcona City Council was held last 
night with a full board present. 

A communication was read from J. 
J. Duggan, asking for permission to 
make an extension to the east end of 
his brick block at the corner of East 
Railway and Whyte, and also to move 
a shack. The east end wall of the 
brick block is now wood, and Mr. 
Duggan wants to extend it and com- 
plete the front in brick veneer. Per- 
mission was granted, but he will be 
notified that he must comply with 
the law re the shack. 

H. F. Sandeman again wrote with 
reference to the mistake in the quota- 
tion of prices on lots for the Bailey 
Soap Works. He inquired if the 
council would accept the lots between 
the two sites for propused oil build- 
ings, and pointed out that to scatter 
these buildings would greatly depre- 
ciate the surrounding property. The 
council decided to purchase lots 7, 8, 
9, Block 9B, at $4,500, and to request 
the C. & k. Co. to return lot 6, until 
Mr. Bailey had an opportunity of 
purchase. 

J. H. Davies asked the sanction of 
the council to prepare a city map. 
He also stated he was open to an en- 
gagement as assistant engineer and 
building inspector. 

Gillies & Grogan, Calgary, wrote 
they were shipping 150 pounds of dy- 
namite as per request, but it would 
have to be sent by freight. This ma- 
terial is to clean out the sources of 
water supply, the congestion of which 
has caused recent low pressure. 

Dr. Archibald wrote stating that 
Dr. Hobson would act as medical 
health inspector during his absence 
at the coast. This, with a letter from 
the Canadian Westinghouse re pay- 
ments due, was filed. 

Thos. McKelvey drew attention to 
the alleged continued obstruction of 
the street by buggies in front of J. 

This letter was 
handed over to the by-law committee. 

Secretary-Treasurer Downes wrote 
asking for an assistant.
